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At this point perhaps it may be opportune to present a brief history of 
the Victorian U.F.O. Research Society. 

The earliest U.F.O. group to form in Australia was the “Australian Flying 
Saucer Bureau” under the direction of Edgar Jarrold and Andrew Tomas, 
in the early 1950s. At the same time, Fred Stone inaugurated the “Australian 
Flying Saucer Research Society” in Adelaide. After approximately two 
years the Bureau closed down and was regarded as a branch of the 
“Australian Flying Saucer Research Society” under Andrew Tomas. This 
shortly broke from Adelaide and became the “Australian U.F.O. Investigation 
Centre” with Dr. Clifford at its head until 1958, when the Presidency 
passed to Dr. Lindtner. 

The “Australian Flying Saucer Research Society (Victorian Branch)” was 
formed on the 17th February, 1957 as a branch of the “Australian Flying 
Saucer Research Society” and later that year was re-organised as the 
“Victorian Flying Saucer Research Society” with Mr. Peter E. Norris L.L.B. 
as President. In 1968 the name was again altered - this time to the 
“Victorian U.F.O. Research Society”. 

During this time, the Society has published various papers and is probably 
best known for its publication Australian Flying Saucer Review, curtailed in 
1972 due to high costs and subsequently superseded by the Australian 
U.F.O. Bulletin and at one stage sponsored and produced a quarter-hour 
program on a Melbourne radio station under the heading of “The Truth 
Behind Flying Saucers”. 

The Society had held a dispassionate attitude on U.F.O.s, claiming it is a 
scientific problem deserving closer attention. It has also met regularly in 
General Meetings and maintains the largest U.F.O. library in the Southern 
Hemisphere, making books available by post, to members throughout the 
Commonwealth. 


Membership of this Society - which maintains the largest membership of 
any U.F.O. organisation in the Southern Hemisphere - is open to all who 
are genuinely interested in the subject.

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ON THE UFO TRAIL

During the last few days of June, 1987, Ufologists were 
taking the news headlines away from Politicians in Washington, 
D.C., for the first time since the Great Radar/Visual UFO 
flap of 1952. People were discussing "Flying Saucers" more 
than politics. The reason was the annual Symposium of the 
Mutual UFO Network (MUFON) hosted by the Washington based 
FUND FOR UFO RESEARCH at the American University. Researchers 
assembled there from all over the World to present papers 
and compare notes with delegates in other areas. 


Just prior to the Symposium date, United Press International 
(UPI) held a press conference at its headquarters in down¬ 
town Washington. The only sceptic attending the UPI session 
was Geoffery Barker, Journalist, for the Herald and Weekly 
Times, published in Melbourne. His feeble arguments however, 
were no match against such verteran Ufologists as DR BRUCE 
MACCABEE and others. 


After the press conference ajourned, I approached the journa¬ 
list and gave him my card at which time he asked, "What is 
the name of the pilot you said vanashed over Bass Strait 
because of a UFO?" He had never heard of the incident! 

July 2nd, I returned to Melbourne and informed the Herald 
that their representative in Washington D.C., knew nothing 
of the UFO subject in general and activity around Melbourne 
and Victoria in particular. Some documents, to fill in the 
gaps, were posted to the Chief of Staff, at his request, 
which may have been labled with a "D" Notice due to their 
sensitivity. They were not published. 

The next highlight on my 1987 UFO Trail was the visit to 
Melbourne of CYNTHIA HIND, the MUFON Representative from 
AFRICA, who addressed the Victorian UFO Research Society 
at the Royal Society Hall. 

I then went to Queensland for visits with Ufologists and 
friends. My planed trip across the TOP END was interrupted 
due to UFO activity around SEYMOUR, KILMORE and BROADFORD. 

My priority then changed to a return to Victoria.

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On 25th August, a family was driving to their home near 
Broadford, when at about 9.30pm, they saw a large object. 

They thought at first that it was a MULTI-STORY HOUSE 
with many lights. As they came closer they realized it was 
not a house but was a huge object hovering low over a 
nearby paddock. After viewing the object for about two 
minutes, they sped to Broadford from where they telephoned 
the nearest,policeman on duty, the site was checked out 
by a police man who returned with a witness. There was no 
doubt in his mind that the startled witnesses had seen 
something. 

I visited the site a few days later with another witness 
and checked the direction with my compass. The object was 
seen to the southeast. Two more observers, although too far 
away to see the dark object, they did see the cluster of 
lights to the northwest of their location. 

Meanwhile, the Director of HV McKAY Planataruim, Dr Robin 
Hirst, attributed the initial sighting report to an exploding 
meteor. When he was presented with a sketch of the object 
he refused to admit he was wrong and issued a followup 
statement, "that an exploding meteor had prompted people 
to see the AURA AUSTRALIS (Southern Lights)". 

This "explanation" has been ruled out by all concerned. The 
observers nearest the scene were looking towards the southeast 
not the south. Witnesses have been found who saw the lights 
when they were facing the northwest from their location. 

Unfortunately, an arm chair "expert" who may be knowlegable 
concerning movements of the stars but is completely out of 
touch with movements within our atmosphere. 

But because arm chair "experts" have spoken, many people will 
swallow their "explanations" hook line and sinker. These are 
the real green men, so green they dont know what is going on, 
they are the little green men all along the UFO Trail.

"They (the witnesses) all 
seem to be exceptionally genu¬ 
ine. They weren't just people 
who would come out of the 
blue and they were genuinely 
distressed about wnal they 
saw " he said. 

HV McKay Planetarium dl- 
rector Dr Robin Hirst said the 
UFO may well have been a 
bolide or exploding meteor. 

"I got a call from a pilot who 


was coming down over Cooma 
and the way he deeribed It, the 
objects sounded very much 
like a meteor which spilt Into 
several pieces.’* 

The Australian Skeptics' Mr 
Janies Oerrnnd said there was 
no scientific explanation for 
possible UFO sightings. 

"(But) people should look for 
explanations within the 
realms of science/* bo said.

Bit of a buzz over 
UFO ‘sightings'

STRATH CREEK. 88 km 
north of Melbourne, is 
buzzing with excitement 
after reported sightings 
of alien spacecraft. 

Up to six separate wit¬ 
nesses, Including the 
drivers of two cars, cal¬ 
led Seymour police on 
Tuesday night after 
seeing the UFO. 

The Strath Creek post¬ 
master, who did not 
want to be named, said 
be was given a "clear 
and frightening" de¬ 
scription of the UFO.

A representative of the Victorian UFO Re¬ 
search Society arrived in Seymour today to 
investigate the latest reported sighting of an 
unidentified flying object. 

Trevor and Cheiyl Keralake of Reedy Creek 
sighted what has been described as a possible UFQ 
at the intersection of Elliots Rd and Broadford-SIrath 
Creek Rd last Thursday. 

The incident haa been widely reported in the 
Australian media.

Southern lights ‘were the UFO’

Earthlings who witnessed a 
mysterious UFO hovering in 
northern Victoria last Tuesday 
night were probably watching 
the splendor of Aurora Austra¬ 
lis, otherwise known as the 
southern lights. 

H. V. McKay Planetarium

Unidentified flying objects: 
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Kirkland researcher tracks elusive evidence 
for national network

Donald Johnson's conversa¬ 
tion is littered with terms like 
"multi-variate data analysis" 
that make it easy to believe he 
has just completed graduate 
work for a degree in research 
psychology. 

Harder to believe is that he is 
•Iso tha Washington State 
Director of the Mutual UFO 
Network (MUFON). 

Johnson, who lives in a quiet, 
residential neighborhood near 
central Kirkland with his wife 
gnd two daughters. Is eager to 
dispell the popular misconce^ 
lion that people who study the 
Unidentified Flying Object 
phenomenon are superstitious 
or deluded. 

"Soma data haa been col¬ 
lected about people's attitudes 
toward's UFO's," he said. 
"And what they've found is 
that people who are younger, 
higher income, higher educa¬ 
tion, are more likely to believe 
UFO’s are real." 

Johnson became interested in 
UFO's ai the time of a "flap" 
or senes of sightings, in 1966. 
while he was still in high school.. 
He later went to the University 
of Colorado and worked with 
Dr. David Saunders, a 
psychologist who was pan of a 
U.S. Air Force team that 
studied UFO sightings in the 
late 1960s. 

Today, as state direcior of 
MUFON. Johnson helps collect 
information about sightings in 
Washington state, and cor¬ 
responds with researchers in 
other states who are studying 
various aspects of the UFO

vestigators how to interview 
witnesses, or search for physical 
traces left by UFO’s. 

Tha first atap is an interview 
of the witness. Standard ques¬ 
tions include the size of the ob¬ 


ject. its behavior, speed, and 
appearance, and any physical 
effects resulting from the en¬ 
counter. 

Nett, investigators go to the 
scene of the sighting and look 
for physical evidence, such as 


radiation, depressions in the 
earth, or changes in soil oc 
plants. 

"The problem with the 
analysis of the data is that even 
if it is good data, it's sometimes 
patchy, depending on how good COTlt • • 





















the field investigators are." 
commented Johnson. 

Graduate training as a 
psychologist has led Johnson to 
be wary of "eye-witness" 
testimony and the distortions 
that proronorived notions exer¬ 
cise on memory. Nonetheless, 
he believes that most people 
who repon a UFO sighting real¬ 
ly have seen something they, 
and often the scientific com¬ 
munity. cannot explain. 

“The reason I've stuck with it 
so long," he said, "is that when 
you talk to witnesses, (even 
though you do encounter your 
share of people who are having 
delusions), you come away with 
the impression that there really 
is something serious going on 
here." 

In fact, according to 
Johnson, most people who see a 
UFO. far from seeking the 
limelight, are reluctant to report 
the sighting, because of the 
"ridicule element." 

Top priority for Johnson is 
to "convince the scientific 
establishment that something is 
going on that is worthy of their 
attention." 

As a psychologist and 
statistical analyst. Johnson is 
curious about the social science 
aspects of UFO’s: «ho sees 
them, where do they see them, 
at what limes, and under «hat 
conditions. 

"Even if this is an entirely 
psychological phenomenon, 
studying it would contribute 
greatly to our understanding 
mass hallucination, etcetera." 
Johnson said. 

But he does not believe that 
UFO's are simply the produci 


of overactive Imaginations. 

"I think this Is. at least 
sometimes. a physical 
phenomenon." he said. "It 
does leave physical evidence." 

For Inataneo. many people 
who sight UFO’s repori that 
their automobile stalled or 
almost stalled when the UFO 
passed over. 

Researchers of the effect 
believe that some kind of high 
intensity fluctuating magnetic 
field interferes with the cars’ 
electrical systems, causing them 
to fall. 

By studying records of such 
incidents, Johnson has found a 
statistical correlation between 
distance, duration, and size of 
the object, and the intensity of 
the effect on the automobile. 

"For example," he said, "if 
the UFO came within 300 feet 
of the car. stayed for over 30 
seconds, then the car would 
likely come to a complete 
stop." 

To get these results, Johnson 
analyzed records based on the 
testimony of independent in¬ 
dividuals who reported 
sightings all over the world, 
over a period of years. 

Another Interested resear¬ 
cher in Oregon has done a 
laboratory study showing the 
likely effects of the kind of 
magnetic pulse UFO in¬ 
vestigators think causes the car 
failures, so that field in¬ 
vestigators will be able to iden¬ 
tify tell-tale signs of the effect, 
Johnson said. 

But such studies are few and 
far between. 


"The truth about scfence is 
that the research goes on where 
the money is." he said. 

Johnson believes a com¬ 
prehensive UFO research pro¬ 
gram would cost about 36 
million, and that the public 
would support federal govern¬ 
ment involvement in such a pro¬ 
ject. 

A satellite surveillance system 
in underpopulated areas (where 
UFO’s are usually sighted) 
would provide possible verifica¬ 
tion for indiyidual sightings. 

Physicists and engineers 
would be assigned to investigate 
the vehicle interference effect, 
and other physical evidence of 
UFO’s. 

Johnson also advocates a ran¬ 
dom survey of the general 
population, in order to solicit a 
representative sampling of 
reports and compensate for the 
"reluctance" factor in repor¬ 
ting. 

Finally, Johnson envisons an 
archival center that would sup¬ 
port statistical research to look 
for patterns in the data already 
collected. 

Johnson, who calla himself 
a "skeptic," does not believe 
that there is any compelling 
evidence that UFO's are ex¬ 
traterrestrial in origin. 

What they are, Johnson 
argues, is unexplained. 

And that alone should pro¬ 
voke the scientific community 
to investigate, he said. 

"When we solve this pro¬ 
blem, it may be a quantum 
jump in our knowledge of the 
universe," he said. "Or it may 
not. 


“But even if you 
acknowledge that the subject 
isn’t necessarily compelling for 
astronomers, still social scien¬ 
tists should wonder, what are all 
these people reporting and 
why?"

MYSTERY LIGHTS ON THE INCREASE 


SINCE JANUARY , this year, sightings have been on the increase 
within variouse areas of Australia. The first report for the 
year came from a commercial pilot who was flying a twin engine 
Aero Commander from Canberra to Moorabbin, on the 15th January, 
then at 3.00am a Mystery Light overtook him at CORRYONG and paced 
his aircraft untill he reached EILDON vicinity. The light then 
shot away from his aircraft rapidly accelerating at a fantastic 
speed towards the east. 

Other outstanding reports reached VUFORS from Western Australia. 
Witness K.H. wrote that a light approached from the east towards 
the Learmonth, W.A. Airstrip (northern end) as the airstrip lights 
were turned on at 1900 hours. 9th June, 1987. It was moving in a 
zig-zag course to the left and right of its axis. It was at about 
5,000ft at this time as it arrived over the airstrip. It then went 
into a hover and remained stationary for some 6-7 minutes. The 
light was changing colour from white to amber. The observer was 
not able to see a shape other than a round light. The object then 
moved upwards into the light cloud, but was still visible with 
binoculars. It then moved in the direction of NE slowly at first 
then at a great speed. The cloud was at 10,000ft plus at the time. 

K.H. and a Colleague were awaiting a C130 Aircraft to takeoff at 
1915hours. The object had disappeared at 1910. The observers 
tried to establish communication on VHF with the air-crew. 
Communications were not established either on primary or the 
alternate frequency. Two VHF radios were used and both had 2 
fresh batterys fitted. A C130 was at 10,000ft, and even when it 
flew directly over the airstrip, communication was non-existent. 

The pilot of the C130 also tried to establish communications on 
VHF primary and alternate frequencies with no success. 

This was the first time, during the period from the 3rd to 9th 
June, that communications from ground to air with the C130 had 
failed. 

Several other reports of mystery lights are now being investigated

T HE eettag* Industry 
that haa crown up 
around flying saucers 
and ttttit green men from outer 
spate — the writer*, photo- 
-*Vraphers and Hollywood 
anartila who s in ce the 'For¬ 
ties hare embellished the 
lecend with rich detail — waa 
dealt a hard Mow yaterda; 

A sheaf of adtoaHoolQn* 
White House dorunwrUj which 
caused a Ourry of Interest last 
spring among true believer* In 
Hying saucer* and visitor* ttm 
outer space had been exposed 
as "clumsy counterfeits". 

The paper*. pirpotUng to be 
from the Thunan White House, 
claimed the Pentagon secretly 
had recovered a crashed Dying 
saucer in 1M7 and was examin¬ 
ing the bodies of four. 
cremruxr* from space. 

The papers gave details of a 
top m nt unit called Majestic 
12. or MJ-12, which Pre^dent 
Truman suppos e dly had cre¬ 
ated to study the Untdendfled 
Flying Object, its paamnger* 
and its contents. 

Oeer the year*, variations of 
this story, replete with details 
of a secret hangar maintained 
by the U8 Air Force as a 
warehouse for the crashed 
UFO and of a clandestine mor¬ 
gue where the bodies of the 
four alien creatures were said 
to be Icept In a deep freeze, 
have cropped up In numerous 
reports and television 
'documentaries." 

The documents were made 
public in May by Mr William 
Moore, a researcher on UFOa. 
He told a press m n fsreine that 
his research team had found a 
key White House report In the 
National Archives which men¬ 
tioned • change In plans for an 
MJ-12 briefing for President 
Elsenhower in 954. 

Another document pur¬ 
ported to be an order from Mr 
Truman to Mr James Forres¬ 
ts!. his Defence Secretary, in¬ 
structing him to create the 
Majestic 12 unit A third paper, 
which Mr Moore said was pro¬ 
vided by an anonymous 
source. was ■ purported brief¬

The documents were exam¬ 
ined by a group of scientists 
organised by the Committee 
for the 8dratiAc Investigation 
of Claims of the PhremnnaL 
Its chairman. Dr Paul Kurtz, 
a University of Buffalo philoso¬ 
phy prafesKR-. said the investi¬ 
gators concluded that the 
documents repreren tad "one of 
the most deliberate acta of 
deception ever perpetrated 
against the newt media and 
the public" 

T HEY found that one of 
the documents bad 
been created by super¬ 
imposing a ipurkan message 
on a photograph of an authen¬ 
tic Truman letter. 

Another waa proved a hoax 
when inquiries established 
that the White House aide who 
was said to have prepared a 
report on the MJ-12 urut waa 
not In Washington when the 
report supppoaedly was writ¬ 
ten. He had lea for Europe 11 
days earlier. 

“Whoever concocted the 
papers also slipped up In mar¬ 
king one document "Top Sec¬ 
ret Restricted Information" — 
a designation not used until 
the Nison Administration, 
three presidencies later.

Friedman says ilocuments prove UFOs visited Earth. 


. FREDERICTON (CP) — Stanton 
Friedman is hanking on Rick Olsen 
and his radar screen to help prove 
there ore Intelligently controlled, 
extra-terrestrial spocecraft out 
there. 

Friedman, a Fredericton-based 
nuclear physicist and lecturer. Is one 
of North America's mast ardent pro¬ 
ponents of the space-visitor theory. 
What Olsen saw on the evening of 
May 16 may help prove him right — 
that and new documents UFO re¬ 
searchers claim uncover a “cosmic 
Watergate." 

Olsen. 37, a pilot with 21 years 
flying experience, was at the con¬ 
trols of a Boeing 737 when its weath¬ 
er radar system picked up an object 
six times bigger than a Jumbo let 
streaking across the sky at 8,200 
km/h. 

Olsen tracked the object for four 
minutes on the airplane's Primus 90 
weather radar during a flight from 
Toronto to Winnipeg. 

The plane was Just north of Thun¬ 
der Bay. Out , when the radar picked 
up a strong signal about 80 kilo¬ 
metres away. That was unusual 
since the radar is designed to pick up 
storms and only large aircraft at 


appear only as small green dots. 

“This return Indicated something 
six times the size of a 747, about the 
size of an aircraft earlier," Olsen 
said. 

The crew made adjustments to 
make sure the radar was working 
properly. It was. They were never 
close enough for a visual sighting. 

Sightings collected 

For Friedman, a dedicated 
“UFOlogist," Olsen's sighting Is 
more evidence Earth Is being visited 
by extra-terTestrials. 

Friedman has spent 30 years col¬ 
lecting sightings like Olsen's and 
ploughing through documents and 
newspapers In archives and li¬ 
braries across North America. 

He feels the evidence Is over¬ 
whelming that we are being visiled 
by aliens from other solar systems, 
but now he and other UFO devotees 
feel they have documents which 
could conclusively prove their case. 

The documents would also prove 
there has been an on-going, high- 
level coverup In the United States. 

“These documents verify we are 


dealing with a cosmic Watergate," 
says Friedman. “They verify that a 
small group of people have been 
very concerned right from 1947 
when they had a crashed saucer and 
that the world is a different place 
from what It was before we knew 
this — there are aliens coming to 
planet Earth." 

The secret reports and memos, 
obtained by UFO researchers In the 
United States and Britain from “in¬ 
side sources," claim the bodies 
of four aliens from a crashed flying 
saucer were recovered 40 years ago 
near Roswell. N.M. 

The Incident at Roswell In July 
1947 Is one of the key episodes In 
UFO history. First news reports 
from the scene said a flying saucer 
had crashed, but the story was later 
changed to a weather balloon and 
dismissed by authorities. 

The government documents sup¬ 
posedly leaked to the UFO communi¬ 
ty mention a mysterious committee, 
code-named Operation Majestic 12. 
made up of 12 powerful U.S. military 
and government officials that 
probed the crash. 

William Moore, a UFO researcher 


in Burbank. Calif., said the leaked 
documents Include a signed memo 
from then-president Harry Truman 
concerning Majestic 12. 

The documents describe the bodies 
as four, small human like beings 
who ejected from their craft before 
the crash. 

A top-secret briefing paper claims 
then U.S. CIA director Admiral 
Roscne Hillenkoetter reported that 


"although these creatures are 
human like in appearance, the bio¬ 
logical and evolutionary processes 
responsible for (heir development 
has apparently been quite different 
from those observed or postulated in 
homo-sapiens." 

Friedman and Moore believe the 
Roswell crash was covered up be¬ 
cause the discovery had such en«n. 
mous ramifications for society, it 
could not be revealed.

Happy 40th birthday, UFOs!

U FOs are back in the news. Just in time for their 40th 

birthday party. 

Until recently, unidentified flying objects or “flying 
saucers” seemed to be passe — a relic of pop culture as 
dated as tail fins. Saucer sightings had plummeted from 
all time highs in the 1960s and early 1970s. Eighty to 90 
percent of the sightings turned out to have mundane 
explanations — e.g., ballpons, advertising planes, bright 
stars and planets, even wind blown trash. The news 
media almost quit covering amateur “UFOlogists” who 
slogged through swamps and forests, looking for UFO 
“traces” such as scorch marks. 

During the last decade, even Hollywood blockbusters 
such as “E.T.” and “Close Encounters of the Third 


Kind” triggered surprisingly few 
lightings of the allegedly glowing, 
fad moving UFOs, which according 
to one saucer buff, "make POdcgrce 
turns that would tear the Intestines 
out of you and me." 

But now. UFOIngy Is on the 
comeback trail. A major reason Is 
the publication of new and purport¬ 
edly true UFO books about saucer 

C lots who "kidnap" humans. One 
•ok la "Communion." by profe* 
Sional horror writer Whitley Strle- 
ber. and has hit first place on the 
New York Times best seller list 
ALso, UFO fans have scheduled 
conferences In Washington. D.C., 
Lot Angeles and New York City for 
next month, to celebrate the 40th 
anniversary of the first "modem" 
saucer sighting. 

On June 24th, 1947, private pilot 
Kenneth Arnold reported seeing 
aevcral saucer-shaped objects zip 
past Mount Tlalnlor. Ills account 
aparked a national firestorm of sau¬ 
cer reports and gave birth to the 
UFO fad. 

"UFOs are just another societal 
Issue that screams out for attention 
from society's leaders." says I<arry 
Bryant, one of the leaders of CHF 
sens Against UFO Secrecy In Alex¬ 
andria. Va. lie b "90 percent confi¬ 
dent" that the UJS. government has 
recovered at least one crashed sau¬ 
cer. In recent years he and col¬ 
leagues have used the Freedom of 
Information Act to obtain govern¬ 
ment memos about UFOs. 

Bryant — a writer for U S. Army 
publications Is suing his employ¬ 
er and other military agencies for 
permission to run ads seeking Infor¬ 
mation from military personnel 
who have seen or been "abducted" 
by UFOs. Far at sea, "sailors arc 
targets not just for Iraqi missiles 
but for UFOs." Bryant warns. 

Abductions are the theme of 
Strlebcr's book and "Intruders: The 
Incredible Visitations at Copley 
Woods” by Budd Hopkins. 

These books present souped-up 
version* of an old and, to skeptics, 
thoroughly discredited UFO leg¬ 
end: that UFO pilots — who often 
resemble anorexic little dough boys 
— kidnap earthling* and subject 
them to weird medical examina¬ 
tions. After release, an abductee 
mysteriously 'forgets* his experi¬ 
ence, but can recall It under hypno¬ 
sis. 

In response, one of the nation's 
leading UFObusters, Philip J. 
Klass, recently offered 110.000 to 
anyone whose UFO "abduction" Is 
confirmed by the FBI. 

"If I'm wrong I can be bankrupt¬ 
ed." say * Mass, a noted aerospace 
writer. "I'm 67 years old, I have a 
very modest pension, and I have 
nothing to gain. So 1 rbk every pen¬ 
ny to demonstrate my confidence 
that ... extraterrestrials ... aren't 
Invading our homes and kidnap¬ 
ping us from our cars." 

Klaaa says hypnosis Is an unreli¬ 
able way to "recall" UFO abduc¬ 
tions. Experiments by Alvin Law- 
son of Cal State-Long Beach and his 
associates have revealed that after 
gentle prodding under hypnosis a 
person will weave wild tales about 
UFO kidnappings and other fantas¬ 
tic things that never happened. 

A famous parallel la the celebrat¬ 


ed "Brldey Murphy" case of the 
1960S, In which a hypnotized wom¬ 
an described her "past life" as an 
Irish lass named Brldey Murphy. 
The case led to a best-selling book 
and movie. Later, a Chicago news¬ 
paper reporter discovered evidence 
that the woman had Innocently re¬ 
called unconscious memories of 
tales told her In childhood by an 
Irish neighbor whose maiden name 
had been Brldey Murphy. 

New* media tend to ballyhoo bi¬ 
zarre UFO claims wlthoutadequate 
Investigation, Klass charged. "If 
Gary Hart had sought to explain the 
Donna Rice Incident by claiming 
Donna Rice was working for the 
Republican Party or one of hli 
Democratic opponents ... would 
the Washington Post have swal¬ 
lowed that story (without checking 
It out)? Hell no." 


Backed by best- 
tellers, UFOIogy 
la on the 
comeback trail 


The latest UFO fuss Is "unbeliev¬ 
able. absolutely dismaying." says 
Klass* colleague Paul Kurtz, head of 
a Buffalo, N.Y.-baaed organization 
of professional skeptics, the Com¬ 
mittee for the Scientific Investiga¬ 
tion of Claims of the Paranormal 
(CSICOP). "All of a sudden the dam 
has burst, tbb stuff U really coming 
down, particularly In the last few 
weeks. We're attempting to evalu¬ 
ate wbat’a happening." 

Kurtz, Klass snd CSICOP mem¬ 
ber James Randl, a professlonaima- 
gtclan, are meeting this month to 
decide on a course of action. 

Why bother? Aren't UFOs just 
harmless funT Not n t n warily: "If 
thb whole society begins to aban¬ 
don rationality, how are we going 
to solve these complicated prob¬ 
lems we faceT" asks Kurtz, who 
teaches philosophy at the State Uni¬ 
versity of New York at Buffalo. 

Kurtz's charge that the latest 
UFO fad b a "media event" b back¬ 
ed by data from an unlikely source 
— the J. Allen llynrk Center for 
UFO Studies (CUFOS) In Chicago. 
(The Center b named for Its late 
founder, a Northwestern Universi¬ 
ty astronomer who served as a sci¬ 
entific consultant to the U.S. Air 
Force's now-defunct UFO study 
known as Project Blue Book.) 

The facts are simple: Although 
media Interest In UFOs b up, the 
number of slgbtlngs hasn't changed 
at all, said CUFOS scientific direc¬ 
tor Mark Rodegbler. In fact, "the 
number of sightings has decreased 
tremendously, at least 75 percent, 
from the leveb of the 1960a and 
1970a. No one b sure why." 

In other words: For the time be¬ 
ing, the UFO "comeback" b taking 
place mainly In bookstores, newspa¬ 
pers and TV shows — not In the 
skies. 

"Here we are In the Year of the 
UFO. with three major books on the 
market. Shirley MacLalne preach¬ 
ing the Gospel of Our Lady of the 
Pleiades, and a Japanese airliner 


serving French wine to gigantic fly¬ 
ing walnuts_(Yet In) the first five 

months of 1967, the UFO Informa¬ 
tion Service has recorded only 27 
sightings," as one UFO buff recent¬ 
ly complained. 

He regbtered hb complaint as 
part of a unique "forum”: a 40th an¬ 
niversary, nationwide UFO "de¬ 
bate" taking place on personal com¬ 
puters linked by telephone lines. 
The "debate" b sponsored by a com- 
uterlzed "bulletin board” called 
aranet, based In Fountain Hills, 
Arizona. 

For several years, CUFOS kept a 
"hotline" phone for police to report 
UFOs. But eventually CUFOS pul¬ 
led the plug on the hotline because 
they learned a shocking fact: When 
Itcomesto UFOs, cops are "not any 
better as witnesses than average or¬ 
dinary witnesses," Rodegbler said. 

"Believe me, I know," be sighed 
during a telephone Interview. “I 
have talked to citizens and police. 
Intelligent people, who sat and 
watched the planet Venus rblng in 
the east for an hour.(yet) thought it 
was a UFO moving across half the 
sky. I've had more than enough 
cases like that to fill the rest of my 
life." 

Rodegbler estimates that about 
90 percent of UFO slgbtlngs are 
explainable as ordinary phenome¬ 
na. As for the other 10 percent — 
well, "there's not enough evidence 
to support any position.... 

"Unless they land tomorrow on 
the White House lawn, we have a 
long way to go before coming to s 
conclusion. We don't see any light 
at the end of the tunnel."

you top thb?" 

CSICOP'a exposes have Infuriat¬ 
ed UFO devotees. 

Klaaa b "patronizing and obnox¬ 
ious," charges Craig Phillips, vice 
chairman of the Maryland based 
Fund for UFO Research. Klass b a 
"horrible" Investigator, says Walter 
Andrus Jr.. International director 
of the Texasbased Mutual UFO 
Network, purportedly the biggest 
UFO club In the world with 1,500 
members, “lie twists the facts, dis¬ 
regards facts ... Ills mind’s already 
made up." 

And one UFO enthusiast recent¬ 
ly lamented on Para net: "I e& vision 
In the near future bumper stickers 
that aay, 'Kill a Believer for CSI¬ 
COP.* " 

Klam laughaabout bb critics. “A 
certain percentage of the popula¬ 
tion wants to believe In the super¬ 
natural, and in a free country that's 
fine." be chuckled. "All that I ask Is 
for the opportunity of rebuttal." 

Hynek'a death last year deprived 
UFO fans of tbelr most respected 
and outspoken scientific ally. To re¬ 
coup the Iocs, they're trying to as¬ 
semble other supporters with Im¬ 
pressive credentials. 

One of them b Phillips, a biolo¬ 
gist and former director of the Na¬ 
tional Aquarium In Washington. 
D C. The Fund's board of directors 
Includes astrophysicist Richard C. 
Henry of Johns Hopkins University 
In Baltimore, psychologist Richard 
Haines of NASA's Ames Research 
Center at Moffett Field, and Euge¬ 
nie Clark, a noted zoologbt and 
shark expert at the University of 
Maryland. 

“I think someone on Earth 
knows what these (UFOs) are but b 
keeping It under cover." Clark said. 
However, she “finds It hard to be¬ 
lieve they're spaceships'' and sug¬ 
gests they’re a secret project by the 
United States or another nation. 

A serious student of UFO "ab¬ 
ductions" b psychologist Leo Sprin¬ 
kle of the University of Wyoming, 
who has hypnotized numerous peo¬ 
ple In an effort to help them recall 
their "encounters" with extrater- 
restrtab lie also studies relncarna 
tlon and suspects that he has had a 
variety of Interesting past lives: "A 
black slave In Africa, a young wom¬ 
an In Peru who wanted to read, a 
Roman soldier, a charioteer, a 
swordsman, an Irbb boxer, an East¬ 
ern monk. ..." 

Even more extreme are UFO 
“rontactees" — people who claim to 
have met and chatted pleasantly 
with UFO pilots, or even flown 
aboard the saucers to the planets. 
Contactees (unlike abducteee) usu¬ 
ally describe the aliens as being an¬ 
gelic beings, utterly perfect In 
body, thought and deed — like 
high tech versions of old fashioned 
angeb. 

Why are UFOs so popular? A 
possible reason b that In a secular 
age. the discs serve as “a sort of 
deity substitute,” says psychologist 
Barry Singer, co-author of "Science 
and the Paranormal." People are 
less likely to believe In gods vtho II 
save us from woe, so Instead they 
turn to nuts and bolts "gods": flying 
saucer Inhabitants who, they hope, 
are "coming to rescue us from per¬ 
sonal troubles, social troubles. In¬ 
ternational troubles." 

He added with a laugh: "I know 
how they feel. I get ao discouraged 
sometimes about tbe way the world 
b going, I'd like a flying saucer to 
come down and fix It." 
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This issue covers only a few Norwegian cases, while unfortunately, 
neither Sweden nor Finland were able to contribute with material this tine. How¬ 
ever, the Norwegian cases seem rather interesting, especially perhaps the one from 
Hengsle ; although it may sound rather incredible (p. 6). We have also included an 
excerpt from the meeting of the Hessdalen Coosittee (p. 3), together with the high¬ 
lighting of Paul Norman's visit to Norway. 
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PAUL NORMAN VISITS NORWAY

Unfortunately, he had to 
leave for Oslo and Stockholm just half a day later. However, during the few hours I 
had the pleasure of talking with him, I received a lot of impressions from the ufo¬ 
logical community, both m Australia and the world as a whole. It was clearly evident 
that Mr. Norman had many connections with several other noted ufologists and it came 
to my knowledge that he spends quite a time travelling around the world to various 
UFO-congresses, especially in the USA. He is a representative of CUFOS, MUFON and 
BUFORA in Australia; in addition he partly maintains the exchange of publications 
and material with various other organisations, both nationally and overseas. Pre¬ 
sently, he serves as Vice-President and Investigations Officer in VUPORS. 

All in all, it was a very pleasant and informative neeting; exchangin’! 
ideas in the broadest sense. The same holds true for the other representatives who ^ 

also made useful contacts and further expanded the cooperation between our organi- £

- during Friday 1 November although he was not able to attend on subsequent days. 

Z Results 

• Firstly, it was decided that the Project Hessdalen Workshop should be 

2 postponed until April 1986. It was further agreed that the range of participants 

Z should be extended to include the Parapsychological Society of Norway, the Norwegian 

• Esoteric Society, and PSI, a related organisation. All possible connections in this 
z matter must be explored. 

s However, as invited participants are already aware, the workshop was 

2 subsequently postponed indefinetely due to lack of interest and other factors. 

" Activity in Hessdalen has been rather low during the last year, resulting in a lack 
Z of commitment, both nationally and internationally. We can only hope that this unique 
: phenomenon will regain attention by rising in activity, leading to renewed research 
z at high levels. 

s Since the level of activity at "Project Hessdalen" itself is rather 

• uncertain, the key to further progress must be the setting up of a contingency fund. 

Z Neither the Swedish nor the Norwegian organisations can finance the project, as it 

1 is at present, for another year. Instead, we must accumulate resources to equip a 

; project-vehicle (i.e. a mobile laboratory) which may be sent either to Hessdalen or 
z elsewhere in Scandinavia, to monitor ongoing UFO-phenomena. The fund, which will be 

2 a joint Norwegian and Swedish affair, will keep the old designation of "Project Hess- 

• dalen" even though resources may be transferred to other places; because this name 
Z is widely known. Our present goal is a fund of at least some tens of thousands Nkr 
Z (roughly equaling 1000-2000 [ or )), so we hereby invite interested persons to con- 
s tribute! 

z As part of the fund raising operation, RUFOS, the Swedish organisation, 

- has produced some special fourrcolour stickers, selling for Nkr. 25,-; because this

This would be Jim Derry, • steely, 
bulky, bearded man without hair, who 
was once an adviser with tha Army’s 
Special Force* in Vietnam. H* security 
agent Ron Mickle end Jemen Wright from 
flight standards ran the crew around the 
block a couple of time* on whet they’d 
sen* "We weren't nelly sura what w« 
had," Derry said later. "Was it a security 
situation, or • violation of air specs? It 
was just a strange thJi*." 

Derry judged the captain to be "a vary 
stabl* competent profession*!."

Iteeems that CepL Ter such is spell¬ 
binding report waa tha talk of tha cockpit 
among Jap an sea pilot* Tha London bu¬ 
reau chief for KNS, Hiroshi Iguchi, had 
gotten wind of it from tom* Japanma 
ftianh* waa frwndly with, and h* had 
interviewed the captain at the Forum 
Hotel, a JAL haunt, whan Terauchi flew 
through London in December. Soon KNS 
was dispatching 8hokkhi Kib* to confirm 
the story with Steock* Th* forgotten 
JAL sighting was about to be raised from 
thadaad. 

"Somebody had picked up pretty cood 
information," said 8t*uck* a lean, silver- 
haired career government employee, like 
kb father before him, who drive* a white 
Ponch* end keep* a jar of MAM'a on hie 
organized desk.

It reminded 
Staucke of th* first big story ha had 
handled three weeks after taking this job 
in 1993, whan a Korean Air Lines Boeing 
DC-10 taking off on a foggy day had 
taxied down the wrong runway, in the 
wrong direction, and run over a Nsvslo 
twin-angina commuter flight with eight 
people on board. The office wee inundat¬ 
ed with inquiria* day and n ght, until 
Staucke could get tha news out that no 
one had been killed. 

But this story was far mors idiosyncrat¬ 
ic — and trickier to shake. Steucke wm 
going to have as much trouble getting rid 
of i( as th* JAL crew had with whatever 
those tenacious lights wera that had shad¬ 
owed them. 

Of course, most inquiries came from 
reporter* But Staucka juat took that as a 
reliable reflection of genuine curiosity 
among aversea citizens — the reporter* 
wars only sclin* on thair behalf, aa scouts 

Before long, Steucke started hearing 
rumblings from afar that higher-ups in 
tha FAA war* queasy about any amnria- 
tion with unidentified flying objects. The 
agsncy’eimage might be tarnished. 

Staucka had split for Alaska 12 yean 
ago. to gat away from the commutes and 
hassles of tha East Coast, and word of th* 
honeboe’ uneasiness mad* him yearn to 
go paint pictures — his avocation. Ha 
atartad to wonder where he was treading, 
how far ha should go. 

Lika CapL Tarauchi, Staucka had en¬ 
tered tha dangerous arena into which are 
cast all those who dare to publicly involve 
themselves with unidentified flying ob¬ 
ject* UFO indicat just that, a flyiiq 
object that is simply unidentified, regard 
lam of speculation about its origin.
